'Well Known in tlie Circus Ring. 

PmLADELfiiiA, Dec. 29. — Lansing W. 
Bancker, who enjoyed tho (iietinction of 
being oiio of the oldest living clowns, 
died last night at the Philadelphia alms- 
house. He was about 76 years of age.

AN OriNlON OF KOOTENAY. 

IV^arked Appreciation in England of the 
Mineral JResonrces of Britisti 
Columbia. 

Sk.m'ti.k, Dec. 29.— J. E. H. Mony- 
peany, of London, Eng., who has been 
in the Kootenay in behalf of theliondon 
Times, in an interview tho other day 
said : " When I left England there was 

marked decline of interest in South 
African mines, and at the same time 
distinct evidence of appreciation of the 
reniifrkable mineral resources of British 
Columbia. Theru appeared to be 
several reasons why there may 
be some dela-y in investments being 
made in British Columbia, and this 
fact is due to the interest excited in New 
Zealand mines, and the farther fact that 
large investors in South African mines 
cannot now withdraw from that field 
without loss. Of course a larije number 
of persons of comparatively small niuuns 
lost a great deal of 'iioiiey in .South 
African mining stocks, and no matter 
how much they may desire to invest 
liere, they liaven't tho tuonev to do so." 

" What is yotii- opinion of the future of 
the ICootenayV" was asked. 

" It is most favorable," and I shall so 
report to my friends when I reach Kng- 
land. Uinjuestionably tho mineral de- 
posits here are eiiormoush- rich, and the 
developments already made are only in- 
dications of wliat will bo done in tlie 
near future. ICnglisli capitalists who 
are not yet ready to invest, are not idle, 
but have sent agents to liritish Colum- 
bia for the purpose of securing accurate 
information. Next spring probably 
there will be an extraordinary volume of 
money invested in the Kootenay." 

CHOLERA AT HONGKONG. 

Famine and Floods in Cbina— People Dying 
by Scores From Starvation- 
Fatal Landslide. 

Saa FitA.Ncisco, J>cc.'-'9. — The steamer 
Peru brings news that in addition to the 
smallpox epidemic at Japanese ports, 
cholera has revived at Hongkong, is in- 
creasing and Horioua results are expected. 
Tho diseaBC has made much headway in 
mimy Chinese cities and on tho island of 
I'oriiiosa. The Japanese have declared 
a quarantine against all cholera infected 
districts. 

A severe famine is reported from 
western China. It is jiarticularly severe 
in the city of Cliuan Tung, in Szechiicn 
l)rovince, where there have been liooda 
wliicli have Bpread over largo areas of 
country, destroying almost theentire rice 
and vegetable crops. The inhabitants 
are dving by scores from starvation. A 
large'portion of the city, situated on a 
biuir at^ bend of the Kinsha river, was 
carried under the flood by a landslide 
and about three thousand of the starv- 
ing Chineso were drowned. The flood 
had undermined the base ol the bluff, 
anda portion of the liill, about five acres 
in extent, fell into tho water.

The Northeastern Const Surrounded With

St. Joun's, Dec. 29.— An iceberg block 
on the whole Nurtbeastern coast of the 

island baa begun and steamers and ves- 
sels are returning hero, it being impos- 
sible to reach the mining Bettlcmenta. 
All navigation will be Hiispended for Iho 
balance of tho year. A number of ves- 
aols are frozen in the ice and will re- 
main there until spring. The mail boat 
Virginia narrowly escaped being crushed . 

The Newfoundland legislature will at- 
tempt to secure reciprocity with the 
United States, when it meets in Feb- 
ruary. The cabinet is now discussing 
the question. , 



LiMEKicK, Dec. 29, — Lord Dunraven 
presided to-day at a meeting here of all 
classes of politicians, at which a resolu- 
tion, similar to tho one agreed upon at 
the Mansion House. IDublin, meeting 
yesterday, was adopted, calling upon the 
government to remedy the financial in- 
justice done to Ireland by over-tax- 
ation. Bishop O'Dwyer, who was 
thq chief speaker, exhorted Irish- 
men to stand their ground in re- 
spect to the words of Lord Castletown , 
uttered at Cork on December 3> when he 
denounced the obstinacy of tho British 
treasury oflicials in refusing to right tho 
grievances of the Irish in respect to tax- 
ation. Lord Castletown added that he 
hoptil history might not repeat itself 
and the people of Cork follow the ex- 
ample of the people of Boston in 1778 
when the lr.tter threw a quantity of tea 
into the harbor as a protest against un- 
just taxation. Continuing, Bishop 
O'Dwyor said that Lord Castletown went 
to Boston for an example, but he (the 
Bishop) would rather look to Lord 
Charleraont and the volunteers of 1782, 
Henry Grattan and the gentry in an 
Irish parliament. 

John Daly, the Irish political prisoner 
recently released from prison, said tliat 
I^rd Castletown's declaration that be 
would hare truth and justice on his side 
or do as the people in America had done, 
set a thrill through the country, and he 
hoped the meeting would declare that 
J>ord Castletown was true to him and 
IreLi-nd. History might yet proclaim 
him to be the aiiccpssor of the great and 
illustrous George Washington. (Cheers.) 



TO BE DROPPED. 

All the Election Contest.itions in British 
Columbia to Bo Dropped. 

ToKoN-ro, Dec. 29. — (Special)— The 
Globe's (Jttawa special says: "There 
will be uo more political contests in 
British Ooliimbia for the present. As 
far as protests are concerned, it is under- 
stood they will all be dropped. There 
were five protests, three against Liberals 
and two against Conservatives. In other 
words, all sitting members for tho pro- 
vince except one, Morrison, of New- 
Westminster, were protested against. 
Two of tho Conservative seats are in Vic- 
toria." 



TO APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 

Represent.itl ves of the Lnurier Government 
to Take " L'Electeur" Case to 
England. 

Ottaw*, Dec. 20. — It is reported in 
official circles that a representative of 
the Laurier government will go to Eng- 
land soon and have a conference with 
the Iinjierial authorities regarding the 
action of the biehops in (iuebec in ex- 
communicating the organ of the Liberal 
party. It is conaiilered here among the 
French Canadians to be more advisable 
to refer the case to the English govern- 
ment than to appealing to Rome.

CAUSED A SENSATION. 

How the Bishops' Mandement Was Re- 
ceived. 

ToitON'TO, I3ec. 29.— The Montreal cor- 
respondent of the JIail and Empire says, 
discussing tho L'Electeur matter : " The 
action has caused a tremendoua sensa- 
tion in Quebec. In the city churches 
the fiilmination was, as a general rule, 
received solemnly, while in St. John's 
in Quebec Centre, and St. Boch's and 
St. Sauveur churches in Quebec, 
at all masses tho congregation 
marked their displeasure by interrupt- 
ing its reading by frecjuent fits of cough- 
ing, in which all seemed to join, so 
as to comiilotely drown the voices of 
tho priests, but it was after divine ser- 
vice that indignation found its chief 
vent. Th.e excited members of the dif- 
ferent l'>enoh congregations gathered in 
groups and knots on tho street and 
angrily discussed the niandement, using 
rather strong language. L'l^lecteur 
evidently had thousianda of abettors and 
sympathizers, who openly declared their 
determination, no matter at what cost, 
to read and support it, and to resist 
ecclesiastical terrorism and despotism to 
the bitter end. Hundreds who have 
never patronized L'Electeur announced 
their intention of doing so in the future. 

THE CASE OP DELGADO. 

statement by U. S. Consul in Regard to an 
American Imprisoned in Cuba. 

AVasui.s-gton, Dec. 29. — Secretary 
Olney to-day received a report from the 
United States consul at Havana, regard- 
ing the case of Henry Delgado, into 
whoso capturo and conlinemcnt by the 
Spanish authoi itie.'i, tho secretary ord- 
ered an investigation. The secretary 
subsequently made tho following pub- 
lic statement: "It appears from a 
report of tho U". S. consul at Havana 
tliat Mr. Delgado was nuido a prisoner 
by tiie S[)aniah troojis in the course of 
military operations in the province of 
rinar del liio, that ho Is reported to 
have belonged to the staff of the insur- 
gent Major-General Maceo and to have 
been in command of artillery, and that a 
letter to Maceo and one irom IMac.eo 
to the Prefect of Las J^umbaa 
were found on his person. It be- 
ing reported to tho consulate that 
Uelgado is a native born American citi- 
zen, all the rights to which he is entitled 
under our treaty M'ith Spain and subse- 
quent protocols have been claimed for 
him. Mr. Delgado is confined in the 
military hospital of San Ambrosia, out- 
side of "Havana. Tho rights spoken of in 
the statement consist of trial by the or- 
dinary judicial authorities, unless the 
prisoner is taken with arms ; then ha 
must be tried by council of war or court 
martial."

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A Secret Alliance Said to Have Beeu 
Eonued— The Sultau Immov- 
able. 



His Mind Manifestly Made Up 
Whatever the Future 
Brings. 



ITiiw York, Dee. 29, — A special to the 
World from Wiisbingtou says: Tlie 
atatemeiit that a secret alliance exists 
between Germany and the Sultan of 
Turkey is made in a letter from Con- 
Btantinople received by a prominent 
official of the state department. Ttie 
letter vraa written by one high in author- 
ity in tiiG Turkish government, and ex- 
jilaina that the alliance ia for the pur- 
pose of thwarting Russian and English 
encroachments in the Sultan's domin- 
ions. The writer gives an insight into 
])resent afl'aira in Turkey. Alter the 
great puvtcra liad sent through their am- 
bassadors in Constantinople a collective 
note to the Sultan, insistingon his giving 
reforms, iind on an absolute guarantee 
in the future for the lives and property 
of all his subjects, the Eastern question 
again became ihe great centre of 
European diplonuicy. The Sultan gave 
bis promise. 

The sublime Porte entered on the re- 
form with a feverish energy which sur- 
prised all Euroi)e. Garrisons wore es- 
tablished on the outskirts of the empire, 
and the whole country was placed under 
a practical military rule. The sublime 
Porte removed governors and lesser 
officials with a clisijatch astonishing 
those conversant with the usual be- 
wilderine delays in Eastern diplomacy. 
An amnesty was promised towards Ar- 
menian prisoners, and over 1,300 of tliem 
have already been set at liberty. 

England, France and Russia were not, 
however, absolutely conlident of the sul- 
tan's perseverance in this work. Sir 
Philip Onrrie, the English ambassador, 
intinuxted to the minister of foreign af- 
fairs that England, altliough pleased with 
what had already been accomplished, 
was fearful that the aulttin would not h<' 
strong enough to ensure the permanent 
enforcement of these measures. It wag, 
therefore desirable, he said, that those 
powers which iiad the most vital inter- 
in Turkey, namely, England, France 
and Ensaia, should have a written guar- 
antee on the subject. To at;ree to this 
proposal wonld mean that Turkey would 
taeitly consent to a protectorate, com- 
posed of these three great powers. In 
case she failed to fulfil her contract, she 
would be virtually at the mercy of the 
triumvirate. 

The sublime porta was much dis- 
turbed by Sir Philip's visit, and for a 
time it seemed that English diplomacy 
would win. Suddenly the Sultan as- 
sumed a defensive attitude. Sir Philip 
was informed that the sublime porte 
would continue the reforms on the lines 
wliicli liad been laid down, that it guar- 
anteed absolute protection of life and 
property to all its subjects, and that any 
further assurances was deemed unneces- 
sary. 

It is now generally known in Constan- 
tiuupto, the letter aays, that Abdul 
Hamid acted on instructions received 
from the German government, and no 

little chagrin is felt among the support- 
era of the English, Russian and l''rench 
plans. Diplomats there, according to 
the writer, are now recalling that a year 
and a half ago Kiuperor William ui Ger- 
many vipited the Sultan at Constanti- 
nople with extravagant honors. It was 
liinted then that perhaps ii secret treaty 
bad been formed between the two mon- 
archs to prevent both Russian and lOng- 
lish encroachments. 

The Sultan, according to the letter, 
wliilo not yet completely reassured that 
he will be left in peaceful control of his 
domain, with the privilege of butcher- 
ing the whole empire, if he so desires, is 
shrewd enough to know that the powers 
of Europe hate each other much more 
than they hate him. The conclnaion of 
the letter is that, no matter what hap- 
j)cns, the great Christian nations can- 
not afford to become embroiled with 
i!ach other. Russia, least of all, hemmed 
in as Bhe is on all sides liy enemies, can- 
not allbrd the luxury of war, iiukIi as 
she desires it. Stateaiuen hero state 
that in such an event it woukl not lie a 
(luestion of the (liarneiiilieriiieut of Tur- 
key, but of tlie dismeniljcrment of llus- 
aia. 

CoNSTAN ri.NOi'i.i:, Dec. "2'.". — M. Xeli- 
doir, the Ruaaiuu anibassadcr, on Satur- 
day, acting in concert with the represen- 
tatives of Great liritain, l'"ranco, Italy, 
Germany and Austria, had an audience 
with the Sultan, one of many such inter- 
views within the past two years on the 
same subject, concerning the better ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Turkish 
empire. The Russian diplomat began 
by warning the Sultan and tne Turkisli 
goveriwucnt that if the revenues ceded 
for the iiaynientfl of the Turkish debt 
were touched, I'airopean control of 
the linancea of tlie enipii-e would become 
inevilalile. XclidoiV further infonued 
the Sultan that the C/.ar guaraiilecd the 
Snltaa's personal eafety and engaged 
liimself to maintain the Sultan's 
supremacy in the event of severe meas- 
ures being necessary upon the part of 
the powers. The ,Sultan, however, re- 
mained obturate, refusing to consent to 
any measure of control, financial or 
otherwise, by the powers. 

The Russian ambassador said the con- 
dition of the Turkish empire placed the 
throne and the cali])bato in imminent 
jieril. Tliereupon Abdul Hamid re- 
marked im[)reHsively : "I may be the 
last of my caliphs, but 1 will never be- 
come a second khiHUve." 

In addition to these warnings M. Xeli- 
dofl' sent a note to the Turkisli gov- 
ernment and to the palace, to which Ihe 
utmost significance is attached in diplo- 
matic circles, lie pointed out in pre- 
cise tonus the necessity of the Sultan 
following the advice of the powers and 
making a complete agreeme-it with their 
plans for improving the siti ation, warn- 
ing them once more that the Sultan's re- 
fusal would involve the most diaagree- 
ablo conseiiuences. 

The ambassadors of the jiowers v/ill 
meet ai'ain to diecuea the situation, and 
will rciiaseiuble in future twice a week 
until they complete their recotnmeiida- 
tions to the auUan and his advisers. The 
envoys acting together will henceforth 
maintain the striteat secrecy regarding 
their deliberations and the actions con- 
templated, and will not even inform tl.a

Opinion of Comptroller Eckels on the Con- 
dition of Matters Generally. 

\V.\.siii.ni;to.n, Dec. 21). — Comptrollerof 
the Currency I'^ckels said this afternoon 
that he feels no appreliension over the 
banlc failures which have occurred, of 

late. Two more failures — the Commer- 
cial National Bank of Roanoke, Va., 
iinil the Coltimliia National of Minne- 
apolis — were added to the list to-day. 
They are comparatively small institutions 
however, and, under ordinary circuni- 
Htances, their failures, it is said, would 
attract only passing attention. Mr. 
Eckels, when asked to-day as to the gen- 
eral banking situation, said: ''Of 
course, bank failures are more or less 
ili."iliiioting, but those which have oc- 
curred recently have littiu or 
t:eneral significance nttacluil to tliem. 
They arc due largely to hicai itaiiHCK, 
whollj' unconnected with the general 
condition of the hanks tliroiigli the' 
country at lariic. Tlie case of tlie A this 
liiuik was not a failiiro at all, but wan a 
mere voluntary lic|nidation, every de- 
jioBitor being jiaid in full. The two 
failures to-day arc of niiimr iin portani'e. 
Reports received under tlie hist call, that 
of ilecenihcr 17, are uniformly favorable 
and show an average reserve held of con- 
siderable more than the 25 per cent, re- 
quired by law."

THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

How Civil Service Reform Ha'h Worked In 
the United States. 

There are politicians in the United 
States who, now the presidential cam. 

paign is over, think that thoy should 
reap the reward o'. their election labors 
by being given positions in the ))ublic 
service. These jicople have n. apokes- 
jnan in Congressman Kvana, of r,ouis- 
ville, KeuLiicky. That gentleman hopes 
that "Mr. McKinley will rescind the 
order of the President made last spring 
extending tlie merit ayatem to the Fed- 
eral aervice." The New York Times 
thus expresses its belief that he will not 
do anything of the kind : 

"We do notliolicve that Mr. McKiidey, 
aa I'reaident, -will either rescdnd or sus- 
pend the i nle e.-ctending the merit sys- 
tem. Why shtjuld he do eo? lie be- 
lieves in the, system cordially and intel- 
ligently. J le lias advocated it with ef- 
fect and elociuently in Congress. He is 
pledged to support and extend it liy the 
platform of his party, by his letter of ac- 
ceptance, and by other utterances. What 
reason has Mr. Jivans to suppose that 
President McKinley will stultify him- 
self? If ho were capable of such diahon- 
oralile action— wdiich, of course, he is not 
—Mr. McKinley ia neither -a novice in 
politics nor a tool of politicians. Unlike 
some of the members of Congress in each 
party, he has principles and convictions 
which he wisliea to carry out by means 
of his party. His notion of a ))arty vic- 
tory is that it gives an opjiorlunity to ilo 
this, not that it is a mere chance to 
divide up the spoils of office. Were he 
to rescind or suspend Mr. Cleveland's 
order, be would havo to give up most of 
lu8 time for the lirat year in nutking 
" dealt) " with the odice seekers, sure to 
disappoint and enrage mostof them, and 
losing all his own opportunities tor large 
and worthy work. "He .will do nothing 
of the sort. He ia much more likely to 
extend than to reatrict the scope of the 
merit system." 

Previ'ona to ISSO the public officials 
had been ai)poinle(l on i)olitical grounds 
alone, and at the heuinning of each new 
ndminiatration there was an entire 
change of government employes. The 
lirat attempt to inauuurate ii reform was 
made during I'rcsident Grant's second 
term of oflico, but it lailed because Con- 
gress would not t'ranl the money needed 
to establish the nu^rit system. I'resi- 
tleut Hayes introduced c;ivil service 
luks in some of tbe departments, 



but could not prevail upon Con- 
gress to give him the auijpliea 
reijuired to make any elTec^tive clianges. 
In 18S2, however, the Government was 
forced l)y stress of public opinion to 
pass civil service laws, and in tbe same 
year the lyegialature of the State of j^ew 
York adopted civil service reform. It 
was found that the new laws worked 
well, and that the Governnieiit waH 
more elhcienlly and more honestly 
served by oflicials who had some guaran- 
tee that aa long as they performed their 
dutiea faithfully there was little danger, 
of their beiugjsuperaeded by favorites of 
a new administration, and that ability 
and conscioutiousnesa were the con- 
ditions of promotion. 

" In 1885," says Hai-per'a Weekly, the 
number of ofBcers and employees in the 
classified service under tlie national gov- 
ernment was less than 15,000. To-day 
it is 90,000. Such an increase would not 
have been posaiblo had not the presi- 
dents who successively ordered it become 
satistied that tbe working efliciencj' nnd 
the moral tone of tlie adiuiiiistrative 
machinery of the Government had been 
greatly benelited by tlie merit system. " 

It is not only in the national service 
that the merit system luig been adoi)te(i. 
In several of the states the lulminietra- 
tive work of the Government is carried 
on by otlicials who have received their 
appointments, only because of their fit- 
ness for the work they were called upon 
to undertake, and many of the great 
cities liave followed the example set 
them by the iedeial iind state govern- 
menta. To ijuoto again Iroiu Harper's 
Weekly : 

"The widespread movement tor muni- 
cipal reform, which sprung from the 
disgust and alarm of good citizens iit the 
shocking misgovemmeut of our larger 
municipalities, soon developed the re- 
cognition of the fact that without the 
introduction of faithful civil service re- 
form iriethods, no efl'ective reform of 
municipal adminiatratiou woidd be pos- 
sible. The consequence liaa been the 
spontaneous springing up of municipal 
civil service reform movementa all over 
the COUT) try." 

The merit system has been adojited in 
Chicago by a majority of 50,01)0 of tlie 
electors. Jn New Orleans, Siui I'^raucis- 
co, Los Angeles, Wheeling, Galves- 
ton, Denver, St. f^ouis, and the 
neighboring cities of Seattle and 
Tacoma, "either provisioiia for the 
introduction of the merit system 
have been pl.aced in city charters, or at 
least popular movementa lookiug to that 
end are in progress." Efforts have been 
and are bein^ made by the opponents of 
the systein either to drive it out alto- 
gether or to get control of it and whil > 
preserving its general form make such 
(dianges as would utterly destroy its 
ellicieiu'.y. 

The iiiendiera of tlie National Civil 
.•Service lUdorin League which met in 
rhiladelphia on Decemlier ID and 11, 
while congratulating tliouiseU es nn the 
great i)roi;re8a their cause has made are 
on their guard against the altempta of 
selfish and unprincipled politi(;iaiis to 
])revail unon the Uemiblicaii ji.-irty to re- 
turn to the old order of thinf:,'). The in- 
dications are that the lioiii'sly and the 
enlightened self-intereat ol the nation 
will defeat the ends of the SL-henuirH and 
strengthen the hands of those who desire 
that public affairs shall be conducted 
with the greatest possible ellicieney and 
econo niy.

THE B. C. SOUTHEEN. 

A speech of the Hon. Mr. Blair at 
New Westminster, in vhicli be referred 
to the lande of the B. C. .Southern rail 
■way, has been the subject of much com- 
ment. The honorable gentleman was 
evidently talking to the "gallery," or 
otherwise was very badly informed. As 
an electioneijrins speech it woald have 
had very good elTect, and was the kind 
of thing one might expect in the heat of 
a campaign. 

The charter of the B. C. Southern has 
been in existence for a number of years, 
bnt it remained for the Honorable the 
Minister of Kailways to discover the in- 
iquity of the measure which gavd it ef- 
fect. Despite, liowever, the 15,000,000 
acres of land alleged to go with it, the 
valuable timber, and the 250,000 acres of 
coal lauds, capitalists have not been 
found to grasp at such an opportunity. 
There has been no greedy rush tor stock, 
and, notwithstanding all the fascina- 
tions and temptations the proposition 
alFords, the line is still unbuilt. Hon. 
Mr, Blair may have been " uppalleil," as 
he says ho was, nt tlie iiio!io)_)olistic con- 
cessions which luid been ^'ranted to this 
company, but notwitlistaiiding all the 
inducements held out no one has been 
found willing to make himself rich be- 
yond the dreams of avarice by taking 
advantage of them. Wo think that the 
great majority of the people of this Prov- 
ince would be only too pleased at the 
present time if capitalists would build 
the road on the terms of the charter and 
the land grant, and it will be fountl that 
if the money is to be forthcoming by 
private parties, more will be required 
than has yet been oflered. Railways 
are not built on wiiul. If they were, the 
coterie of adniirin;^ friendK who sur- 
rounded the Minister of Railways on his 
recent visit to the Province could easily 
and abundantly have supplied the 
motive power. 

Mr. Blair made a series of distinct 
statements in councctioi; witli the land 
grant to the P. C. Soutlicrn, all of wliich 
were wide of tlie marl;. We do not s:iy 
that he wilfully erred. He wag simply 
misinformed, and badly so. Such a dis- 
jjlay of pious indignation, which ia be- 
ing re-echoed by hia political friends, was 
painfully theatrical. More than that, 
inspired as it was, by such disinterested 
and unBelliah HUjiijorters, il u a.s aiiiuising. 

Mr. lilair stated that the charter car- 
ried with it l.j,00a,UU() acred of lainl, all 
the valuable timber, the baser metals, 
250,000 acres of coal lands, and that al- 
togelherJt was a huge and dangerous 
monopoly. Asa matter of fact the land 
grant is about ;j, 0011,(100 acres of lands. 
Tiiey do not carry willi them eitla-r the 
base or precious metals and we are 
credibly informed tliat the timber is of 
little value. The lands are taken in 
alternate sections along the line of rail- 
way, but inasmuch as a very large por-i 
tloii of the grant would be lost 
by this arrangement, in consequence of 
the proximity of the railway to the in- 
ternational boundary, it was agreed that 
the deficiency should be made up by 
about 200,000 acrea of land iu the Crow's 
Nest Pass, of which there are about 
100,000 acres of coal lands— not 250,000 
acrea. Moreover, the railway com- 
pany is bound to sell these 
lands at moderate prices, or be 
taxed heavily for tlieir use. h^uch 
an arrangement m.ay be " appalling," 
but wo think that most people would be 
pleased to see the railway built to the 
Coast on the conditions referred to, and 
would be disposed to regard it as a good 
bargain for the Province. 

Opinions may honestly differ as to the 
beat means of building railways, whether 



by land grants, or otherwise ; bnt there, 
ia no necessity for grossly ex- 
aggerating the evils, if such evils 
exist. Heretofore — rightly or wrongly — 
both Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, almost without exception, have 
adojjted the land grant syatera, and to 
suddenly denounce it aa ini(iuitous and 
ippalling is to lay politicians wlio ex- 
hibit such excited symptoms of alarm 
open to the suspicion of protesting over 
ninch for the purpose of concealing 
motives which do not at present appear 
on the surface. 

If the Dominion Government will un- 
dertake to build the railway without 
drawing upon the resources of the coun- 
try through which it will pass, we are 
sure no one would be more pleased than 
the promoters of the B. C. Southern 
themself ea, but we are at the same 
time certain that it will not be 
thus built, and that the Province 
will bo called upon to contribute 
largely either iu lands or money or both. 
It seems to us that ^Ir. Blair'a speech 
was for the purpose of making political 
capital, and whatever plan is evolved for 
building the railway will involve the 
granting of even greater concessions than 
those which have been made to the rail- 
way company in question. 

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

With respect to lU. Hon. .luseph 
Chamberlain's project for the payment 
of old age pensions, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Government has decided 
to brine forward a measure at the 
coming session, we notice that a com- 
luitteo of exi)orts, presided over by Lord 
Rothacliild, has been examining into 
the merits of a numlier of schemes for 
providing old ago pensions and of pre- 
paring a report embodying a workable 
project. 

Among the proposals ia one by Mr. 
Charles Booth, who urges that the State 
should raise a sufficient revenue to pay 
a universal old-age pension of five shil- 
lings weekly to every person in the 
British Isles of 05 years of age and up- 
ward. It is estimated that this would 
add an annual charge of £30,000,000 to 
the amount now raised in taxation. The 
proposal makes no invidious distinction 
between rich and j)oor, the pension de- 
pending ujion but two things, iiritiah 
citizenship and a specified age limit. 

For his part, Kt. Hon. Mr. Chamber- 
lain wiahes the State to encourage peo- 
1)10 to buy deferred Government annui- 
lies by adding a substantial subsidy to 
the amount properly payable under such 
annuities. That is to say, if a man or 
woman should save up enough to secure 
a pension of live .'iliillings a week after 
he or the had passed the sixtieth birth- 
ilay, the Government — ^for the encour- 
agement of thrift— should add material- 
ly to the amount. 

Mr. H. C. Burdett, in a communica- 
tion to the London Times, asserts that 
an annual payment of £607,275 would 
enable tile Government to supplement 
the savings of all wage-earners of Xl per 
week and under in such a way that every 
wage-earner of 20a a week and under 
wtio puts by in the Post OfHce Savings 
Bank la per week from the age of 20 to 
that of 60 can provide for himself 
sick pay of lOs per week up to 00 years 
of age and a jiension of 7s per week 
afterwards to the end of his life, 
and lluit the wage-earners of 15s. a week 
and under, by putting by something like 
9d. a week in tbe postoffice savings bank 
from the age of 20 to that of 05, can be 
provided with sick ])ay of 10s. jier week 
uj) tu 65 years of ai;e and a pension of "s. 
per week afterwards. Provision is also 
made for assisting tlie depositor to meet 
his ]iayiuenta durmg temporary lack of 
emplovment or other causes. 

Kev. Canon Blackley favors a compul- 
sory scheme under which every person 
should be compelled, before reaching a 
certain age, to deposit a sufficient sum 
with a ))ublic department to provide him 
with a pension in old age. 

PROTECTION FOR COAL. 

The StcUarton Journal, a i)aper con- 
trolled by lion. K. Drumiuond, a niem- 
hor ni tlie Legislative Council of Nova 
Scotia, and an ardent supporter of Mr. 
Melding, published in its issue of the 
15th instant an article advocating the 
continuani^e of the duties on coal. The 
wi iter of the article considers it unfair 
that anthracite coal should be admitted 
free, and (U'l-lares thai any reduction of 
the ilulies on bituminous coal would be 
a grievous injustice to the miners of 
Nova Scotia. He argues that! 
Nova Scotia coal has not become 
dear liecaiise of protection, hut 
that it is a dollar - and - a - lialf 
clieii.per in Montreal now than it was 
fourteen years ago. There are, he says, 
more wages paid to the men engaged in 
cjal mining than are received by those 
occupied in any other industry in Cana- 
da. Similar arguments have been used 
ou behalf of a great many protected in- 
dustries by the men who have, during 
the past few weeks given evidence before 
the Lalxir Colninisdion. And yet a few 
months ago Nova Scotia politicians were 
inveighing against the National Policy, 



has proposed a bill making it unlawful 
for aliens, unless they have declared 
their intention to become citizens of the 
United States and can show an uninter- 
rupted residence in that country of one 
year from the date of such declaration, 
to bo employed in any capacity on work 
to be constructed or completed by the 
Govenurient or by contractors un- 
der contracts entered into subsequent to 
the passage of the Act. 

The punishment for a breach of the 
proposed law ia a fine of $100 or im- 
prisonment for not less than one month. 
Mr. Mahnny sprang bis bill on Congress 
the first day of the session. Talk about 
Chinese exclusion! Did China in her 
darkest days over pass a law more nar- 
row than this one proposed by a mem- 
ber of the Congress of a country which 
desirea to be looked upon as the freest 
and moat enlightened in. the world? 
Truly extremes meet. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS, 

TiiK experiment of female sulTrage is 
being tried in New Zealand. There has 
been an election there lately and the 
Liberals have been returned to power. 
The education law has been improved 
since women were allowed to vote. 
Technical education has been introduced 
and the standard of teachers raised. A 
stringent liquor law has been pasied and 
a prohibitory law was defeated with dif- 
ficulty at the last election. Hon. W. P. 
Reeves, the representative of tlio colony 
in iMigland, assured his hearers in a 
speech which he delivered lately that 
the extension of the franchise to women 
lyis not been productive of discord or 
made the New Zealand homes unhappy. 

Tins time it is the San Francisco 
Chronicle which warns Canada that she 
cannot have reciprocity as long as she 
remains part of the British Empire 
This is what it says : " If Canada wants 
to have equality in this market with 
New York or Kansas or California, let 
her drop other devices and try for an 
nexation. In spite of the argument of 
competition, she would probable be able 
to get into the Union, but short of that 
there seems to be no hope. This coun 
try is not in the business of building up 
rival communities, nor of strengthening 
the finances of any part of the British 
Empire."

Hon. Mr. Ebei-ts, Representa- 
tive for South Victoria. 



He, Points Out That the Act Pro- 
vides a Remedy by Courts 
of Revision. 



Some twenty of the residents of South 
Victoria district met at the Cedar Hill 
scliool last night to discuss the advisa- 
bility of seeking to have the aBsessment 
on lands in the district reduced. 

Mr. Munro Miller, who was chosen as 
chiiirman, said that all he knew about it 
was that ho had boon asked as school 
trcatee to allo^v the scliool room to be 
used for a meeting to discuss taxation, 
eo he thought that some of those who 
had fathered the meeting should give 
their reusons for calling it. 

No one coming forward, Hon. D. M. 
lOberts, Attorney-Gcnet'a!, remarked 
that bo was present by invitation, cia he 
liad been at a similar meeting at the 
Royal Oak a few eveuinus ago, and 
tliough quite ready to give all tho in- 
formation ho could, ho did not think it 
would be becoming in him to speak first. 

A letter was read from Mr. H. Dallas 
Ilolmcken, M.P.P., regretting that 
through illness he could not be present, 
lie promised, however, that should any 
question relating to the district come up 
in the legicilaturo he would give it hia 
closest attention and would do all he 
could to meet the farmer's views. 

Mr. David Stevens, at the invitation 
of the chair, came forward to give his 
views, although he thought it hardly his 
jihico as ho had nothing to do witli call- 
ing the meeting, fdtliough responsible 
for the one held last week at the Royal 
Oak. His idea was that tlie present 
rate of assessment had been put on in 
boom tiiues, but now that tho value of 
farming lands had fallen he considered 
the assessment too high. Ho thought 
some graduated system of taxing farming 
land could be introduced, and he wanted 
the farmers to stand together and liave 
this brought about. The land in South 
Victoria district waa taxed higher than 
it should be, for some of it if put in the 
market to-day would not sell lor half it 
was taxed for. He thought if the farm- 
ers pressed the question on tho attention 
of tho legislature they could carry their 
l)oint and have the assessment reduced. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said he had listened 
with jdeasure to Mr. Stevens, and there 
was a good deal of truth in what he had 
said, but ho had hardly put the whole 
situation before them. Mr. Stevens had 
said that the farmers of Victoria district 
were overtaxed. Well let them look at 
the question and see if it was not in their 
own hands to relieve themselves if it 
were so. He referred to the assessment 
act to show that the assessment is not 
fixed by the government at all, but by 
an assessor appointed by authority of 
the legislature, The assessor's duty as 
dofineil by the act was to value the land at 
what it could be sold in open market. 
11 >i man objected to his assesainent, ho 
could appeal to the court of revision and 
from there to a iudgo of the Suineiue 
court, ii man not appointed by tho pro- 
vince at all. He only mentioned this to 
etiow that if there was any too hitrh as- 
scssiiierit of lands, it was not the gov- 
riimeiit who was to blame. Of course, 
taxation had seemed hard during tho 
Icpression, but he had inquired among 
tlie merchants in Victoria and found 
that the volume of trade this year was 
li") iier cent, more than tho year before, 
imd if that was the case with 
the merchants it showed that the era 
of prosperity was returning and tliat 
it would soon be felt that the cood times 
were at hand. Continuing, Mr. Eberts 
pniceeded to show that Victoria district 
iiiid full justice done to it in the way of 
[iiililiir expenditure. As for the rale of 
tiixiilion, no reasonable man could say 
that it was high. The government had 
desire to lake out of the pockets ol 
the farmers more lliau they uiiould pay, 
and for himself he could assure the 
farmers that in everytliinu tliat was for 
the benelit of the ilistrii:t tliey would 
alwavB liiid in him a true friend. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. J. Ciraiit spoke in favor of having 
the as5-easmeii c of lamis in the district 
reduced, and liolievcd if some scheme 
could be formulated by the gov- 
ernment to bonus the farnuu- for 
overv of land ho cleared it 
would be a good idea. He, like 
Mr. Stevens wanted lands graded for 
nsBessmeut. He moved the same reso- 
lution as passed at the Royal Oak, ask- 
ing for a reduction of tho aaseesment 
and for tho appointment of an assessor 
who knew the value of farming land. 

.Mr. Munro Miller suggesteil that, to 
save expense in making appeals, a pro- 
vision niiglit be inserted in the act pro- 
viding^ that where one man secured a re- 
duction by apjiual to tlie court of jn-ovi- 
aion, all tiie landholders in that vicinity 
should have their assessinenta reduced 
similarly, lie wanted too to see the 
assessment roll jiublislicd annually, 
with the amounts owing by dolinqnents. 
Speaking of tho resolution, he objected 
to tho personal attack in . it on Mr. 
Uooth, the present aaseseor, 

iSIr. S. F. Chandler waa of the opinion 
that u better plan than the present 
would be to have a committee of two o;r 
three farmers, who should value tho 
hinda and give that valuation to the as 
seseor. 

Mr, Stevens next made an attack on

It is a curious fact that while fashion.s 
may change, the fabrics used formouru- 
iug costumes remain tho same. Henri- 
etta cloth is, when trimmed with crape, 
considered the derjie: ! .'iiournin;,'. Herf^e 
and crepon, sliowini; Inti;.^, deep waves 
exactly like crape, are also worn. 

The mourning period for a widow, 
ouo young enough to expect to lay a.sido 
hor black, lasts two years. During the 
first year she is limited to gowns of 
hourietta cloth trimmed with crape. 
Tho next six montl^ she may wc;u' eu- 
dora cloth with lighter trimmings of 
crape, and for tho next six months en- 
dora cloth, orepon, sorgo or any r.ll 
black material sho may soJcct, without 
crapo decorations. 

Mourning for a parent requires a 
dres.s of hi^nriotla or eudora cloth 
rather simply trimmed with crape, and 
liaving on tho bonnet n crapo veil that 
reaches just below tho belt.

The 
bonnet worn by a widow ia really 
nothing more than n foundation for 
holding tho veil. The milliner fits a 
frame to the head, covers it plainly

Irott MabU Mas Plenty of Good Ore- Strikes 
the City of Spokane Confirmed. 

EossLAND, Dec. 29.— The Eossland 
Miner will say to-morrow : The Iron 
Mask is again itself. It has plenty of 
ore anil good ore now in all directions. 
The lirst w»rk on the mine consisted of 
a ahaft near the west end of the claim 
adjoininR the War Eagle sunk to a depth 
of ninety feet with two to six feet of 
shipping ore all the way. Last aprini; 
the War Eagle No. 3 tunnel was started 
on another vein crossing on the 
Iron Musk on centre star , gulch. 
As this vein did not run in a 
rifjlit direction the tunnel left it and 
was driven straight for a point under- 
neath the shalt above referred to. This 
noint was reached, and an upraise was 
started to connect with the bottom of 
the sliaft, which was 110 feet above. 
Until to-day no ore was found. The 
whole upiaise is now in ore of the same 
appearance and iiuality as that found in 
llie shaft above, and tlierefore of ship- 
pin;^ grade. It carries about 8 per cent, 
copper and .t(>0 per ton in gold. 

At the same time a shaft wiiich ha<l 
been sunk to a depth of 150 leet at the 
mouth of this long tunnel in Centre Star 
gulch at the east end of the claim also 
opened a Bi)lendid ore body. Tlie ore is 
three to four feet in width, carrying 
about 5 per cent, in copper and enough 
gold to make it of shipping grade. The 
mine is therefore in one shape. It has 
an immense amount of development 
work to its credit and will begin regular 
daily shipments at once. 

The owners of the Silver Bell in the 
south belt have decided to order a hoist 
and pump to expedite the work. The 
siiaft is now down seventy-rive feet, witii 
two feet of galena and eighteen inches of 
white quartz in the bottom. 

Superintendent McGuiro, of the City of 
Spokane mine, to-day eonlirmed the re- 
port of the strikes made there yester- 
day. Ho admits that a big body of ore 
has been broken into, and stated that 
the assays were satisfactory. Itis under- 
stood the gold value was better than $10 
per ton. 

The dispatch says: "The strike in 
the Iron Mask is known to nobody but 
the Miner's outside management."

THE ALLEGED PILIBUSTEBEK. 

A New and More Severe Method of Prose- 
cution in the Three Friends 
Case. 

Washington, Dec. 29. — The treasury 
deparftaent and the department of jus- 
tice expect that the prosecution of the 
alleged filibustering steamer Three 
Friends will be under section 5282 of 
the revised statutea. This will be a new 
method of prosecution. Heretofore 
the proceedings have been mainly 
under section 52SG, covering expedi- 
tions. Section 5282 is directed against 
the arming and mounting of guns 
on a vessel intended to be used against 
a friendly nation. As those on board 
the Three Friends hr.vc given circum- 
stantial detail to (ho meeting ftnd the 
firing of the Ilotchkiss lapid firing gun 
it is belie\cJ by ofljciala that section 
6282 will ai)piy to the case. The 'pro- 
ceedings against the vessel are mucli 
more severe than in the ease of a libel 
for fitting out an expeditioii. The statute 
provides that on conviction the vessel 
and all the tacltle shall be forfeited to 
the United States. 



HmillilNDEIl TROUBLES. 

Chinatown, San Francisco, Again in the 
Throes of Mongolian Troubles. 

S.\N Fr.\ncisco, Dec. 29. — Chinatown 
is again in the throes of a Highbinders' 
war. Yesterday the body of Lee Hoy 
was found suspended from a rafter in a 
vacant house on Stockton street. The 
man had been stabbed back of the ear 
before being hanged. A few minutes 
before 1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing a luiiiiber oi iiieii belonging 
to the ChineKC society of Bow On Tong, 
waylaid and killed Jom Jing, a promi- 
nent Low Un Tong man on Jackson 
street, between Dupont and Stockton. 
All the aesBssins escaped, and so far 
tliere is little clue to their identity. The 
police believe the highbinder war has 
broken out afresh, and accordingly a 
guard was placed upon the consulate 
last night.

LAURIF'^R AND " L'F-LKCTEUIi." 

The Premier Expected to Discuss the Sub- 
ject—Meeting of Liberal Leaders Called 
—Editor Beaugrand. 

MoiraaEAL, Dec. 29. — (Special)— Prem- 
ier Laurier arrived in the city last even- 
ing, and it is expected that he will make 
an important deliverance at the banquet 
to-morrow night in regard to the mande- 
mont of tho bishops of Quebec placing 
L'Electeur under tho band.
